I asked him if he couldn’t get o 
near home. Hesaid: “No, 1 want to lea\ 
there; I have got to leave there.” His 
manner was very excited. I advised 
him to go and consult some of his in- 
timate friends. It struck me that he was 
very much afraid and excited. He had not 
been teaching for abouta year previous. 
He had been living at his then abode three 
or four years. 

On'cross-examination: I don’t know asa 
fact that as a school-teacher it was impossi- 
ble for him to getaschool.

sworn: I reside at Orange. I know de- 
fendant and his wife. I was employed by 
them to put up some fence.

The land was twenty 
acres, and we put up the fence on two sides, 
The posts were about two rods apart, with 
two wires. The posts were about twenty 
or twenty-five inches in the ground.

There is another class also—those who 
are brought before the courts for minor 
offenses, and whose commitment to the 
regular penal institutions would only 
harden them. In the absence of any

VITICULTURAL. 


The Wine Yield—Higher Duties De- 
sired—The Pure Wine Law. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Chief Viticultural Officer 
Wheeler is in the Santa Clara Valley, as- 
sisting in forming an estimate of the wine 
yield of that district. On his return a com- 
plete statement of the condition and _ pros- 
pects of the wine crop will be published. 
Partial reports, now at the Viticultural 
Association’s rooms, show that the yield 
will be about 15,000,000 gallons. 

HIGHER DUTIES ON RAISINS DESIRED. 

The Viticultural Commission has received 
a communication from the New York 
Tribune, asking whether the duty on wine 
and raisins at present levied is satisfactory 
to the grape-growers of California. Mr. 
Wheeler will reply ina few days that the 
duty on wines is considered satisfactory, 
but recommending that the duty on raisins 
bedncreased. He will also suggest that the 
duty on cherry-juice and other preparations 
used for coloring wines. be raised, as they 
in many instances contain over 20 per cent. 
of alcohol. 

THE PURE WINE CASE. 

Atty.-Gen. Johnson has been requested 
by Mr. Wheeler to conduct the case in the 
Supreme Court of the appeal of Mr. Kohler, 
who was found guilty of neglecting to com- 
ply with the provisions of the Pure Wine 
Bill. The reason for desiring the presence 
of the Attorney-General in the case is that 
he has favored the commission with many 
legal opinions regarding wine interests and 
the intended result of many bills passed in 
its behalf. 

A BIG VINEYARD SOLD. 

FreEsNO, July 26.—The Barton vineyard, 
comprising 970 acres, of which 640 acres are 
vineyard, together with 200,000 gallons of 
wine, has been sold to an'English syndicate 
for $1,000,000. Barton takes one-fourth of 
the stock in the new company. 


THE DEAD ALIVE. 


A Suit Against An Insurance Com- 
pany Suddenly Collapses. 


sociated Press.| In the suit of Miguel Noe 
against the Manhattan Life Insurance 
Company, to recover $20,000 upon two pol- 
icies of life-insurance upon the life of one 
Rubio, a Mexican residing in this State, 
Judge Hamilton, of Alameda, today ren- 
dered a decision in favor of, the defendant. 
The testimony showed that Rubio gave his 
note for $9000 to Noe, and assigned the life- 
insurance policies to him, Noe agreeing to 
pay the premiums. Rubio, not long after 
the issuance of the policies, went to Mexico, 
and, in a few months following, Noe 
claimed that he was dead, and offered to 
produce proots of his death to the Insurance 
company. ‘The latter, however, did not re- 
gard the proof as convincing, and refused 
to pay the policies, whereupon Noe brought 
suit for the money, retaining the late Tully 
R, Wise, who presented the evidence of the 
death of Rubio with great particularity as 
to time, place and manner of his death, and 
his appearance after death. Shortly before 
the action came to trial Rubio was discoy- 
ered by a detective, who brought him to San 
Francisco. The action, of course, was dis- 
missed, but Noe suea the company to re- 
eover back the premiums he had paid. 
Judge Hamilton holds that all features of 
the case are so suspicious that plaintiff has 
no standing, and judgement is given for 
defendant.

An Officeholder Fired Out for Talk- 
ing Against the President—Keve- 
nue Statistics — A Los 
Angeles Patent.

The gold ser- 
vice, which was purchased by George 
1V., dines 189 persons, and the silver 
wine cooler, which he bought about the 
same time, holds two men, who could 
sitin it comfortably. It is inclosed 
with plate glass, and the splendid 
chasing occupied two years. There are 
some quaint old pieces in the royal col- 
lection which belonged to Queen Eliza- 
beth, having been taken from the 
Spanish Armada, and others were 
brought frem India, Burmah and 
China, and there is one cup which be- 
longed to Charles XLI., of Sweden.

Building is, I expensive in Kansas 
City. The ground is so broken that much of 
it is made ground, and a great depth has to 
be made for the foundations.

The past four months of 
March, April, May and June have averaged 
over one million dollars each, and since 
Jan. 1 five buildings have been completed,

Kansas City will never be a very pretty 
city. It is too much broken and st tee 
much up and down hill. It looks ragged and 
ugly, and its best parts will always be 
blotched. With so much building it can 
hardly be healthful, though its citizens claim 
the contrary and prove it by statistics. Its 
business, however, is shown by the crowds of 
men on the streets and by the rush with 
which every one goes this way and that. 
Nearly every business man has a carriage, if 
the long lines of one horse buggies which one 
sees on each side of Main, Delaware and Ninth 
streets during the day are any evidence of it. 
There are more buggies and one horse rigs 
used here than any place I have ever seen, 
Two thousand of them may belong to the real 
estate agents, who use them to show the 
suburban property. 

Where does all the money come from? 

Well, in this Kansas City is again like Chi- 
cago. It gets the great part of its money 
from the east, and there are big insurance 
companies, mortgage companies and loan and 
investment companies, who occupy six and 
eight story buildings, whose business it is to 
deal in Kansas City loans for eastern capital- 
ists, One of these men told me that Charles | 
Francis Adams, of Boston, had $3,000,000 in- 
vested in Kansas City mortgages, and it will 
not be strange if, upon investigation, 
it is found that New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston will in the future own 
Kansas City as they once did Chicago. 
I chatted with a member of one of the 
largest investment firms here, a firm which 
has a capital of $1,000,000, and which was 
started with $125,000 at Custer, [owa. It does 
a business of $1,000,000 a month, and makes 
from 2 to 2}¢ per cent. for placing its loans, 
furnishing 6 per cent. mortgage notes for not 
even 40 per cent, of the value of the property 
to the eastern capitalists, It thus hasan in- 
come of from $20,000 to $25,000 a month, to 
say nothing of its profits as a real estate com- 
pany and as to the discounts which it qnakes 
at the bank operated bd it. 

There is not euch m4 great amount of 
property now sold here on option, and the big | — 
deals are made by big There are 
twenty of these big investment firms here, 
and the capital of these ranges from $500,- 
000 to $2,000,000. Two of these have increased 
their paid up capital stock of $500,000 and 
$600,000 to $2,000,000 each during the past six 
mouths, and it is the enormous amounts of 
money used by these that aid in running up 
the clearings of the banks here to from §$5,- 
000,000 to $8,000,000 per week.

Why Steaks Are Poor. 3 

“People complain about their steaks,” said 
a caterer recently. “They say they are tough, 
of poor flavor, and of undesirable quality 
generally. ‘They wonder what is the reason 
they cannot get good steaks.” One gentleman 
said to me the other day: “I pay eighteen cents 
a pound for my steaks and I can’t begin to 
get as good a steak as you serve.” 

“Your butcher does not keep it; that’s tho 
reason you can’t get it,” I replied. “I pay 
twenty-two cents for each pound of Join steak 
used in my restaurant, and the half of that 
is waste. I use no beef over 3 years old, and 
that steer beef. When a cow has served her 
purposes or an ox has been svorked out the 
creature does not make good beef by fatten- 
ing. The beef, in fact, is unfit for food. 
There will always be poor steaks, even at 
e'ghteen cents a pound, when such cattle are 
converted into beef. Besides this, beef should 
b> hung in an ice house and not eaten until 
te nerves are tender.”—Chicago News.

Ira More’s Lecture — Gen. O. O. 
Howard's Graphic Description of 
the Battle of Gettysburg, etc. 


There was a large attendance at the ex- 
ercises of the Chautauqua assembly at Long 
Beach yesterday. 

- The Normal class was held at 8:30, giving | 0 
an hour and a half for work as the class has 
grown so large. 

Next came Dr. J.P. Widney with his 
lecture on **The Anglo-Teuton’’—a very able 
disquisition. He was followed by Rev. W. 
L. Young, of Los Angeles, spoke on “The 
Preacher in the Petoration, ” before the 
School of Theology. 

The language classés in the afternoon 

were largely attended and very interesting. 

At 4 p.m. there was an interesting lecture 


At 5 p.m. Prof. Ira More, of the State Nor- 
mal School, Los Angelesg gave the Round 
Table, a very bright and instructive lecture 
on A'stronomy. 

Three hundred and fifty people were 
present. Before the lecture, came a prayer 
and the ae ae ee song No 34, “The Day 
is Dying in the West.” 

Prof. Ira More's lecture on astronomy 
and was en- 
titled, “The Stars and Their Distribution 
Through space.” 

The Professor spoke of their enormous 
distance from the earth, and the length of 
time it would take to reach them. Also the 
length of time it takes light from them to 
reach us. He spoke of their possessing 
several colors; some of them could be dis- 
tinguished by goods eyes, The different 
colors are red, white, blue yellow and black. 
The black stars are those that disappear 
and become invisible. His lecture through- 
out was listened to with interest. 

Gen. O. Howard lectured at 7:30 be- 
fore 2100 ‘people on “The Battle of Gettys- 
burg.’ At the opening of the service the 
Chautauqua salute was given, which con- 
sists of the waving of handkerchiefs in 
quick time. 

Gen. Howard Re by saying that it 
was exceedingly difficult for people living 
in this country to imagine war scenes. [le 
spoke of the stormy times of 1565. He re- 
ferred to the time when Queen Victoria re- 
Confederate States asa government. ‘This 
called forth great applause. 

He graphically described the different 
scenes of the three days of the battle. He 
spoke very feelingly of Gen. John Mite 
nolds, who was _ killed on the first day. He 
said that on the night before the opening 
day he went to see Reynolds, and notices 
that be was greatly cast down. He then 
spoke of having to take Reynolds’s position 
when Reynolds fell, he being the next offi- 
cer in command ; and of the great responsi- 
bility which devolved upon him. But he 
saidthen: “God helping me, I will stay 
here until the army comes,” his division 
not having arrived. ‘The next day he lost 
his right arm at Fair Oaks, and had to turn 
his command over to Gen. Barlow on the 
first day. Ten thousand of the 22,000 men 
were killed. In times of war the soldiers’ 
work is to delay the enemy as long as possi- 
ble before taking to flight or surrender. 

He then spoke of Gen. Green, the Major- 
Genera! who sent the Louisiana Ti igers out 
of their fortifications tlie time that the 
Tigers tried to capture their artillery. He 
told how, on the third day, Gen. Lee tried 
to get hold of Little Rounc Top, the key of 
the position; how thev concentrated their 
forces and saved the day. 

In conclusion, he spoke of looking over the 
battle-field the next morning; of how the 
Federal and Confederate soldiers, in look- 
ing upon such a scene, both said: ‘Let the 
war cease.”’” He also spoke of the gallant 
conduct of Chaplain Hartman, who, being 
unable to walk around, was carried to min- 
ister to the sick and dying. He ended by 
quoting the first verse of the fouretenth chap- 
ter of John. 

The lecture closed amid great applause.

‘DESORIPTION OF AN UNIQUE 


A Town Which Has No Streets, No 
Horses, Cows, Oxen or Mules— 
How the Natives Don’t Dress—Some 
Interesting Facts. 


{Cincinnati Times-Star.] 

At the Galt House recently was 
registered I. Wachsman, of . Sierra 
Leone, west coast of Africa, , Mr. 
Wachsman is a German by birth, but 
is here direct from Africa, where he 
has resided for several years past, but 
whither he has no intention of return- 
ing. In an entertaining chat he gave 
some interesting information regard- 


ing that country. 
Tn the way of business opportunities 
he thinks some parts of Africa offer 


advantages over most .other countries, 
but the climate is an insuperable draw- 
back. After losing two business part- 
ners and barely escaping himself from 
the deadly ravages of the prevailing 
fever of the country, he concluded to 


leave for 
Sierra Leone, he says, is a city of 
40,000 inhabitants, and of these 39,975 


are natives and the other twenty-five 
in about equal proportion— English, 
American, French and German. The 
city and country being under British 
rule has a few English resident offi- 
cials, but the army is composed entire- 
ly of natives. Sierra Leone has about 
fty frame and brick houses all told. 
About the entire native popula- 
tion live in bamboo huts. here 
are no_ streets, 
being scattered promiscuously pret- 
ty much according to 
pleasure of the eccupants. There is 


neither horse, mule, ox or cow in the} 


place. Of course thére are no vehicles, 
ull the goods, products or what not_be- 
ing conveyed on the brawny African 
back or hard and wooly-padded skull. 
Grass grows everywhere withia the 
city limits, and the sod serves in place 
op- ing is about wholly in the 
hands of ‘the foreigners, although there 
are instances of an African coming 
into the possession ef a barrel of 
whisky, starting forthwith a dirst-class 
dive, and in due time enjoying the es- 
sence of a bomanza. All shop-keepers 
do well, and under the seeming great 
disadvantage of there being a scarcely 
rceptible amount ef money in circu- 
tion. Ivory, rubber, palm oil, palm 

_ nuts, peanuts, ginger and gold dust 
are the chief products, and, as they are 
taken readily in barter, answer well 


enough all the purposes of a more con- |. 


ventional currency. By far the most 
impcrtant article of barter offered by 
the merchants is whisky. 
next and gir follows closely. 

The natives, as a rule, abhor labor 
more than they do want. Their wants 
are few; rice—which they get from 
America—and palm oil form their - diet 
the year round. The matter of cloth- 
ing, as an item of expense, is consid- 
ered rather too insignificant to be taken 
account of atall. The country people 
wear no clothing at all to speak of. 
ut as seon as these same verdant ones 
move inte town the amount of vanity 
they acquire was described as some- 
thing wonderful. Each male at once, 
by hook or crock, found means to in- 
vest ina full pair ef pants, and the 
females would be centent with noth- 
ing less than a dress extending from 
the waist down. The female Africans 
were represented as having all the 
elements among them of what would 
constitute a gigantic monopoly of low- 
necked dresses. The only natives who 
wore, orin any way gave recognition 
to the shirt were those who were pro- 
fessed Mohammedans. Every male in 
good standing in that denomination 
wore a shirt that fell gracefully from 
neck to heels, and that fell almost en- 
tirely away before being replaced 
with another. But, then, the Moham- 
medan natives were noted for 
an inelination to  luxuriousness. 

The men, according to that faith, are 
allowed two, three, numerous wives 
each. These wives peddle fruit and 
other commodities, and, therefore, the 
family’s income is increased us is 
their number, the head of the family 
himself scorning to in any other way 
reénforce it.

By Muzzling These Atrucious Rob- 
bers and Brigands — One White 
Mark for the Great Bear—An Ad- 
vantage in War.

_..-In his narrative of his travels with 
the Afghan Boundary Commission, 
_. Lieut. A..C. Yate, of the Boundary 
Staff Corps is fain t> bear ample, 
| thdugh reluctant, testimony to the 
work which Russia is doing 
these savage unfre- 
ented countries. His letters, 
ke all previous accounts, show 
that everywhere there are indications 
Which that the flourishing cities 
and the abundant populations once 
supposed to be located there were no 
mere fables or exaggerations of the old 
Oriental historians. The vestiges of 


mgt cm those better times still survive. The 
elt, wi . Capabilities of the soil are t beyond 
measure; it needs only to be broken up 


by the plow. But cities and_ people 
have alike vanished before Oriental 
misrule and the depredations of the 
raiding Turcomans. The Russian ad- 
vance suppresses both the one and the 
other. Thus Lieut. Yate writes: 
“In viewing the Russian subjugation 
of Central Asia, one is apt at times to 
overlook the immense boon that they 
have conferred on the population of 
Northern Persia and Afghanistan by 
putting a bit in the mouth of those in- 
veterate, ruthless marauder3,the Turco- 
mans. . . As an instance of the 
utter destitution and depopulation re- 
sulting from the unbridled rapacity of 
the Turcomans, Sir Peter Lumsden’s 
arty states that between Tarakhs and 
uhsan they scarcely met half a dozen 
human bein * * * The truth is 
that the Persian and Afghan Govern- 
ments have neither the 
| power nor displayed the spirit and 
| energy Pe eros for coping with these 
lawless tribes, which, too lazy to till 
the soil and finding pastoral pursuits 
bui little profitable, adopted the sim- 
ler and more attractive means of 
ivelihood afforded by looting and sell- 
ing inte captivity their neighbers. 
* * * ‘To this unequal oa ae 
affording to the Turcomans all the 
age ng ot the chase, combined with 
e risks and excitements of war, and 
attended with by considerable pecuni- 
ary gain and spreading ruin and de- 
_yastation over the greater part of 
Khorassan—the. Russian advance im- 
posed an effectual check, and the occu- 
pation of Merv * * has finally 
_ put an end toit. 
And in another place— 
“It is not surprising that the subju- 
gation of the Turcomans should have 
ned for Russia fame throughout 
Asia. The mere liberation of thous- 
ands of Persian and Afghan captives 
is no small gain to gratitude. Even to 
the Turcomans, once subdued, she 
seems to have behaved with concilia- 
tory moderation. _ The Rus- 
sians have remitted, I hear, to all their 
| Turcoman subjects all taxes for seven 
years from date of annexation, and 
| after that a tithe of the soil and 1 per 
‘cent. of the flocks and herds will be 
; taken. One cannot find fault with 
them for seeking to conciliate their 
own subjects. It is the right policy. 
. . «+ I have heard more than one 
Turk, taken prisoner during the war of 
1876-77, laud Russian kindness. This 
is part of a prescient policy. Even the 
hans wounded at Panjdeh have, I 
hear, received every care and attention 
in the Russian hospitals.” - 
The pity of it is that the British peo- 
ple, instead of codperating with Russia 
this beneficent work, should follow 
it with unceasing distrust and sus- 
picion; should assail her with invective 
_and abuse at every advance in it. 
Lieut. Yate’s letters are, of course, full 
Of the wonted lunacies of the British 
Russophobists. the crazes of 
these people is a specially rabid one for 
projecting interminable lines of rail- 
Way across desert places in order to 
attack Russia in front, flank and rear 
simultaneously. Lieut. Yate maps out 
about half a dozen of those lunatic rail- 
ways, the joint cost of which, if con- 
structed and adequately defended, 
would come to about £100,000,000. 
. And yet his own —e goes to 
show that if the English in India desire 
to be absolutely safe from Russian 
attack all they have te do is to await it 
in India. 
“‘Supposing,’’ he writes, ‘that Herat 
falls, and a Russian army, 100,000 
strong, advances on Kandahar, the 
most arduous part of its task is but 
just beginning. Itremains to be proved 
they can collect transport for the 
movement of a force of 100,000 men, 
and if they can feed such a large force. 
In the Afghan campaigns, from 1878- 
80, the largest British force in the field 
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was about 60,000 men, and with all the 
a > x resources of India, with its 250,000,000 
of inhabitants at Government disposal, 


it was no easy matter to provide an 
army even of that size with transport. 
How, then, is Russia, with nothing but 
semi-sterile steppes, with some half- 
dozen millions of settlers to draw upon, 
to transport 100,000 men from Herat to 
the He]lmund?”’ 
This, beyond all question, is sound 
reasoning. But if the difficulties of 
moving a large force, from Herat to the 
Helmund, a distance of 250 miles, be so 
.. Stupendous, how insuperable would 
they become if the advance had to be 
extended 600 miles beyond it, i. e., to 
the Indus instead of the Helmund. 
What the British Russophobist cannot 
be got to understand is, that the diffi- 
culties of an invasion of India. are 
diminished in precisely the same pro- 
rtion that British authority is ex- 
nded over Afghanistan. His policy— 
the policy that finds favor in Calcutta 
and Downing street equally—is per- 
sistently to eat into the dominions of 
the Ameer, and undermine his author- 
ity as an independent sovereign. The
